MONTANA  LIQUOR  CONTROL  BOARD 
GENERAL  REVIEW 


Revenue 


The  Montana  Liquor  Control  Board  which  provides  one  of  the  largest  sources  of  income  for  the  state's 
general  fund,  completed  the  past  fiscal  year  with  the  greatest  distribution  in  the  history  of  the  department. 

A  record  breaking  $11,540,404.63  was  apportioned  with  $9,852,634.09  going  to  the  state  general  fund  and 
another  $1,687,770.54  to  counties  and  cities  within  the  state.  Included  in  the  $1,687,770.54  distributed  to  coun- 
ties and  cities  was  $709,254.15  which  was  raised  during  the  1969-1970  fiscal  year  by  the  additional  $1.50  per 
barrel  tax  on  beer  added  during  the  last  legislature. 

Value  of  the  liquor  department  to  all  Montana  taxpayers  is  apparent  in  the  fact  that  since  its  inception 
it  has  remitted  in  excess  of  193  million  dollars  to  the  general  fimd  for  operation  of  the  state. 

In  addition  over  Ql/^  million  dollars  have  been  distributed  to  counties  and  cities  since  1957  when  they 
were  allowed  by  legislative  action  to  participate  in  state  liquor  revenue. 

Despite  the  increase  of  revenue  to  the  state,  efficient  operation  has  averted  any  large  price  increase  at 
the  retail  level. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  picture  in  hard  liquor  consumption,  Montana  remains  seventh  lowest  among  the 
eighteen   control  states   and   forty-fifth   lowest  in  the  nation. 

Gross  Sades 

Montana's  gross  sales  for  the  past  fiscal  year  totaled  $29,355,467.17  exceeding  those  of  the  previous  fiscal 
year  by  $2,300,023.16,  an  increase  of  8.50  percent.  Net  revenue  from  sales  shows  an  increase  of  $852,287.20  or 
1.94  percent. 

Administration 

Stewardship  of  Montana's  Liquor  Control  department  is  delegated  to  a  five  member  board,  and  an  admin- 
istrator who  serves  as  ex-officio  secretary  to  the  board  and  oversees  all  phases  of  the  operation  of  the  department. 

Board  members  meet  in  two  day  sessions  once  a  month  for  the  purpose  of  making  liquor  purchases  and  con- 
ducting hearings  in  connection  with  license  matters,  as  well  as  managing  any  other  questions  which  may  arise 
pertaining  to  the  administration  of  tlie  Montana  Liquor  Control  act  and  the  Montana  beer  act. 

Departmental  Operation 

Both  central  office  and  central  warehouse  are  located  in  one  building  in  Helena. 

All  accounting  for  the  entire  system  is  carried  on  in  tlie  central  office  and  all  merchandise  for  the  state's 
150  retail  outlets  is  handled  through  the  Helena  warehouse. 

Stock  records  both  in  stores  and  warehouse  are  maintained  and  controlled  under  a  perpetual  inventory  sys- 
tem requiring  monthly  physical  inventories  and  regular  audits.  All  central  office  records  are  audited  periodi- 
cally by  the  office  of  the  Legislative  Auditor. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Department  of  Administration  Management  Systems  Unit,  has  aided  the  Board 
and  the  Administrative  staff  in  analyzing  our  purchasing  and  distiibution  methods,  and  other  alternate  meth- 
ods of  inventory  control.  We  hope  to  have  a  decision  on  which  method  we  will  adopt  very  soon. 

We  have  streamlined  some  of  our  accoiuiting  functions,  eliminating  many  manually  prepared  records  which 
have  been  shifted  to  computer  nms.  We  are  in  the  process  of  up-dating  our  filing  methods. 
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Licensing  Division 

During  tlie  past  year  the  department's  licensing  division  wliich  is  lieadcd  by  tlie  assistant  administrator, 
issued  a  total  of  1,437  beer  and  liquor  licenses;  162  on  premise  beer  licenses;  497  off -premise  beer  licenses 
and  58  wholesale  beer  licenses. 

Population-wise,  Montana  has  one  tavern  for  every  469  persons,  ac-cording  to  1970  population  estimates. 

Hearing  and  transfer  of  licenses  totaled  292  for  the  year. 

Inspections  made  by  the  division's  inspectors  were  more  than  25,000. 

Warehouse  Operation 

Outbound  shipments  to  state  stores  totaled  4,924  for  the  year,  consisting  of  600,511  cases. 

This  total  outbound  includes  4,948  repack  cases  which  are  cases  made  up  of  more  than  one  item  for  smaller 
outlets  which  cannot  handle  more  costly  merchandise  in  full  case  lots. 

We  have  had  the  warehouse  rearranging  tlie  merchandising  to  move  it  more  efficiently  to  the  outbound 
docks,  and  with  an  effective  inventory  control  system  worked  out,  we  will  have  more  space  to  warehouse  our 
needs. 

Recommendations  to  the  next  Legislative  Assembly 

1.  Request  legislation  to  abolish  the  indebtedness  limitation. 

2.  Obtain  necessary  authority  to  examine  records  and  premises  of  domestic  liquor  production  businesses. 

3.  Consider  repealing  statutory  limitations  on  employee  salaries. 

4.  Amend  statutes  to  require  direct  tax  payments  by  out-of-state  breweries.
